P. R.R. ISSUES APPEAL 


AGAINST STRIKE VOTE 


Company Says It. Cannot Afford lo 


Increase Employes* 


"Wages. 


NEW YORK, April 4'.—The Pennsyl- 


vania railroad issued last night "an 
appeal to employes, stockholders and 
the public" explaining its position in 
refusing the demands of the locomotive 
engineers for an increase in wages. The 
strike b.-tllot that has been distributed 
among the engineers claims, but not 
offer any proof, the statement says. 
that the railroads should be able; to 
meet the advance. 


"The engineers must realize that the 


wages are liberal." the statement con- 
tinues, "their treatment by the com- 
pany In the past has been fair and 
the statement by its officers that the 
increase demanded 
cannot 
be 
met 


without a reduction of dividends or 
curtailment 
of improvements should 


convince them that !t la unwise to 
press the 
demands and that 
they 


should vote accordingly." 


Statistics are presented in the 
ap- 


peal alleging to show how the public 
has benefited since 1890 by the "reduc- 
ed cost to the public" for hauling pas- 
sengers and freight on the Pennsylva- 
nia and by many improvements "pro- 
ducing no revenue." expenditures for 
which, it Is stated, must be continued. 
Meanwhile, the statement adds, pas- 
senger earnings per mile have decreas- 
ed, taxes have increased and wages 
have increased both actually, and In 
proportion to every dollar earned by 
the company. Bared on 1911 operations 
the increase would wipe out the com- 
pany's surplus, it is asserted. 


CONSUMPTION OF RAILS BY 


RAILROADS ON DECREASE 


La«i Year the Bail road? Took Only 


2,822,7Bft Tons. Comparing AVllh 


3,6:14,029 In 1910. 


That most of the decrease in steel 


production last yt-ar resulted 
from 


poor buying on the part of the rail- 
road companies is evident from the 
fact that the total output of steel 
rails was 2.S22.7DO tons, the smallest 
in three years. 
The railroads, in fact, do not appea: 


to be consuming us large a tonnage 
In rails as they did ten years ago, 
notwithstanding a pronounced 
ex- 


pansion in freight as well as passenger 
traffic. Then, again, the tendency has 
been toward heavier rails. The weight 
of the rail for popular usage has in- 
creased between 10 and 20 per cent 
over the last decade. Had purchases 
last year been bas-'d upon che weight 
of the rail per yard ten years 
ago 


production would.not have been much 
over 2,500,000 tons. 


As far back as 1SPD this country 


produced 2,272,000 tons of rails, and 
In 1900. 2,385,000 tons. ' In 1901-2-3 
production averaged close to 3,000,- 
000 tons a year. 
It would 
appear 


from these statistics that the rail- 
roads are greatly in need of rails and 
it is because of the small purchases 
over the last several years that pro- 
ducers are entertaining hopes of an 
early buying mov-ment.' 


Railroad producers 
are 
of 
the 


opinion that the output of steel rails 
this year will bo much heavier than 
in the preceding year. 
Should the 


committee -working on raiJ quality 
arrive at a definite conclusion as to 
•what "sort of a r;iil 
the 
railroada 


should buy, orders mipht show 
an 


improvement at once. As it is certain 
railroads are in the market 
for an 


aggregate o£ several hundred thous- 
and tons of steel rails.
